JSngland, 
before the Norman Conquest. Sir John Dugdale, in the 
Yisitation of the County of Suffolk, mentions fifteen generations of 
this family pi-evious to 1600. This traces the family back to 1200. 
In the reiffii of King Edward 111.^ Sir John Wilcox was entrusted 
^ntii several important commands against the French and had conr- 
mand of the cross-bow men from Norfolk, Suffolk and E.^sex. John 
William Wilcox of Bury Priory, in Suffolk, an eminent Q. C, is the 
ler resentation of the ancient family. On old records the name is 
Fpeiied Wilcox, Wilpocks, Wilcoxson and Wilicox.
